pire and to Impose taxes for this pur- 
pose, thus depriving the Finnish peo- 
ple of one of .the primary rights 6f a 
constitutionally governed country, the 
right to tax itself. 


It will be empowered to determine 


the rights of Russian subjects In Fin- 
land, a provision clearly aiming at the 
Introduction of Russian officialdom, in 
conflict with one of the fundamental 
principles of the Finnish, constitution, 
that the country shall he governed by 
native authorities only. 


It will be able to "constitute, In the 


Interests of the empire, exceptions to 
the Finnish criminal law and law of 
procedure," and thus to Interfere with 
the administration of justice. 


It will be entitled to legislate on 


popular education, on the .right ot 
holding public meetings and of form- 
Ing associations (a right 
exqresaly 


guaranteed by a .fundametal law of so 
late a date as 1906), on the press 
(freedom of the press was also guar- 
anteed In 1900), on the Importation o! 
foreign literature, on the customs re- 
lations between the two countries, on 
trade marks and copyrights, on the 
monetary system, on means of com- 
munication, on navigation and on the 
rights of aliens In Finland. 


It Is difficult to understand 
what 


questions will be left for the Finnish 
diet to deal with. Moreover, the bill 
contains a saving clause to the effect 
that amendments to the bill shall be 
made by the Russian legislature alone. 


It is further provided that the Hus- 


sion "ruling senate" shall Interpret the 
laws thus enacted and decide "In ac- 
cordance 
with 
general principles" 


(I. e., principles prevailing In Rus- 
sia) doubts arising In regard to them. 
All laws passed "by means of general 
legislation" shall repeal without furth- 
er notice all*the provisions ofthe Fin- 
nish laws which are not In accord with 
them, and be absolutely binding, "In- 
dependently of all- conflicting provi- 
sions of the local laws."

with a one-eighth proportion of ne- 
gro bipod. Incidentally, the.'compar- 
ison does pot lose interest from I he
